1, Every engine shall be fitted with such mechanical appliances for preventing the 
motive power of such engine from opersting, snd for bringing such engine and. the carriages 
drawn by it to a stand. as the Commissioner of Police may from time to time think eufficient, 
and, when specially required by the Commissioner of Police, with an ind-cator, by means of 
which the epeed shall be shown, and also with a suitable fender to put aside obstructions, aud 
With a special bell, whistle, or other apparatus to be sounded asa warning when necessary. 

2, Every such engine shall be free from any noise produced hy blast or clatter of 
machinery, avd the machinery shall be concealed from view at all poiuts ubove four inches 
from the level of the rails, and all fire used on such engines shall also be coucealed from 
view. 

3. The Commissioner of Police, or any person deputed by him, shall be at liberty from 
time to time to inspect any engine used un the tramways, and the machinery therein, and 
whenever he thinks fit to prohibit the use on the tramways of any engine which, iu his 
opinion, may not be safe or fit for use. The speed at which engines may be driven or 
propelled along the tramway shall not exceed tho rate of eight miles an hour, and the specd 
at which engines may pass through moveable facing points and in crossing a road shall not 
exceed the rate of four miles an hour. No engine shail eross the Kidderpore Bridge or its 
approuches at a greater «peed than four miles an hour.

8. Ng cary whether drawn by engines or horsea, ehall pull up opposite any par of a 
cross-road so as jo impede the traffic along that rond 

B.,.No ca., whether drawn by engines or horses, shall he allowed to stop on the 
Kidderpore Bridge roadway or its approaches to take up or set down passengers, 

10. The driver shall at all times be responsible for sec ing thats the line is clear of 
obstructidn ; and if there is any risk of collision, or the line 1s in any way obstructed, the 
car shall be stopped till ihe line is clear. 

11: The regulatiofi'of the traffie, whether by care drawn by engines or by horses, shall 
be under the control of the Commissiouer of Police, who 1s authorized to limit it, or, if 
necesgary, stop it altogether on the occasion of race meetings or festivals or other days on 
whigh the Maidan may be expected to be exceptionally crowded. 

12. The purdahs or other side arrangements on the cars shall be so urranged as uot to 
project beyond the foot-hoard, flap about, or otherwise interfere with the passing traffic. 

13. Every conductor and driver shall wear a distinguishing badge in such a way as to

‘Phe designation of the various officers of Customs appointed by the Local Government 
under the provisions of secuions G aud 7 of the Act shall ordinarily be. — ey 
Collector of Customs. 
Assistant Collector of Customs and Head Appraiser ; 
Superintendent of the Preventive Service aud Salt Golabs ; 
Preventive officers, or officers of tue Preventive Service ; 
Appraisers. 

2. The Collector of Customs shall be competent to exerdise all or any of the powers 
conferred, and to perform all or any of the dutics imposed, upou au officer of Customs by 
this Act. Where, as im Calcutta, the Collector is also the Chief Customs Officer, ke shail 
also be competent to exercise all or any of the powers conferred, and co perform allGr any of 
the duties imposed, on the Chief Customs officer by this Act. . 

3. The Assistant Collector of Customs shall be competent, in the temporary absence 
of the Collector ‘of Customs, to exercise all or any of the powers conferred on that officer. 
Ordinarily the Assistant Collector, and all the otker officers referred to in scction 1, uro 
subordinate to the Collector of Customs, and, except as hereinafter provided, shall be com- 
petent to exercise such of the powers conferred, aud to perform such of the duties imposed 
upon officers of Customs by this Ac:, as the Collector may require of them, and to perform 
all or any of the duties, whether mentioned in this Act or not, as are ordinarily comprised in 
the management of a Custom House. 


4. The Preventive Officers are specially employed for the purpose of preventing smug- 
gling, Their duties consist in guarding vessels, aud in preventing the shipment or landing 
of cargovs before a proper pass has been produced, or until the requirements of the Acs have 
been ecarricd out in respect of sxch cargo. Their ordinary duties are those enumerated in 
sections 17, 53, 54, 67, 68, 69, 70, 76, 83, 129, 141, 143, 169, 170, 171, 178, 178, Ist and 
igd, 

5. ‘The duties of Appraisers are principally connected with the examination and classi~ 
fication of goods, and are ordinarily those referred to in sections 27, 29, 31, 32, 83, 34, 37, 39) 
42, 48, 44, 45, 46, 47, 48 and 194, 

6. The power to edjudge confiscation and the power to impose a penalty shall be limited 
in tho caso of all Assistant Collectors of Customs to those indicated in elause (c) of seetiou 
182. 

7. If any dispute arises between any officer of customs and any master of a vessel, or 
owner of goods, or other persons, relating to the importation, exportation, and warehousing 
of any goods, or to the proper rate of duty payable in respect theroof, or to the levy of any 
duty or penalty thercon, or to any seizure or forfeiture thereof, the Collector of Customs shail 
decide such dispute subject to an appeal to the Cuief Customs authority, as provided in the 
Act, ny 

8. For the purpose of determining claims to drawback under the provisions of section’ 
42 and 43, the date of importation of any goods shall be deemed to be the datz on which the 
bill of entry thereof was delivered to the Customs Collector under section 86. : 

9. In order to obviate the logs and damage which is known to be caused to the owners of 
goods lauded froma ships under sections 83, 84, and 85, for which no elaim is madt-within the 
period prescribed, and which are therefore liable to sale under section 88 of the Act, the Customs 
Collector may permit the master of the vessel, or his agents applying to act for him under 
section 5 of the Act, to take delivery of ali such unclaimed goods upon paying all duties and 
charges which are due upon such unclaimed goods, sud also entering into a bond wnereby he, 
or his Agents eo acting’ for him, shall undertake to meet all claims which may be pfeferred in 
respect of any goods so delivered to the master uf any vessel or his agents as aforesaid. 

10. When any goods are seized for an infringement of the customs law, or any breach 
of the provisions of the Customs Act is brought to notice by an officer. of onstoms, and any 
confiscation or penalty is adjudged in consequence, it shall be competent to the Collector of 
Customs to award to such ctficer a part of tive sale procceds of such confiscation or penalty im- 
posed, not exceeding three-fifths of the whole amount of auch sale proceeds or penalty, -after 
deduction therefrom of the Government dues, if any, aud avy incidental charges incurred in 
cousequence of such confiscation. 

11. Whenever an amendment of the valuation stated in a bill of entry is permitted un- 
der the last clause of s ction 82, and excess duty, together with the penalty, is Jevied in conse» 
quence, the whole or a part of such penalty shall, at the discretion of the Chief Officer of

18, Preventive Officers are réqnired to bring to the immedipte notice of,the Conservator 
of the Port, or of one of his subordinates, any in‘ringement of the rules for the prevention and 
suppression of fires on ships within the Port of Calcutta, especially of those regarding the use 
of lights and fires that they may ebserve while on duty on board ships in port. 

14, The following rules ‘are prescribed in connection wich the parcel-nost system

In cases of aoubt or suspicion, or when the declarations show the articles to 
be liable to duty under the Indian Tariff Act, 1882, or enbject to any restric 
tions regarding importation, the Postmaster shall give notice to the Cole 
lector of Customs, and shail not take any steps to deliver such parcels until 
the arrival of an officer deputed to attend by the Collector, 

(5) Immediately on the receipt of notice from the Postmaster, the Collector shall 
send to the post office an Appraiser, or other competent officer, to determine 
thesamount of customs duty payable on the parcels. ; 

(c.) The Customs Officer is, as a general rule, to be guided by the declaration of 
the senders with regard to the contents of parcels ; but should he have reason 
to doubt the correctness of such declaration, he may order the detention 
of the parcels, and the Postmaster shall on his requisition detain them, 
pending receipt of the Collector’s orders as regards their examination, 

(a) The Apnraiser shall be provided with » book containing parcel-post passes 
in triplicate, as per form annexed. Of these passes the Appraiser shall fill 
up, siga and give to the Postmaster in exchange for the amount of duty 
one ferm, and shall fill up a second, which will be retained in the book as a 
counterfuil. The third form shall be filled up by the Appraiser, but signed 
by the Postmasrer, and delivered to the Appraiser at the post office entry of 
the goods. Qn this latter document the duty is to be passed to account, the 
Cashier giving a receipt for the money, and the Import Supervisor certitying 
that it has been duly entered in the registers. The xhort copy counterfoils 
are to be signed each day by the Accountant as an acknowledgment that the 
sums realized have been duly paid in from the Appraiser’s Department.

Governor, are published for general information as required by section 204. 
1. ‘Phe designation of the various officers of Cuszoms appointed by the Local Government 


under the provisions of sections 6 and 7 of the Act shall ordinarily be. — 
Collector of Customs. 
Assistant Collector of Customs and Head Appraiser ; 
Superintendent of the Preventive Service and Salt Golabs ; 
Preventive officers, or officers of the Preventive Service ; 
Appraizers. 

2. The Collector of Customs shall be competent to exercise all or any of the powers 
conferred, and to perform all cr any of the dutics imposed, upon an officer of Customs by 
this Act. Where, 8 in Calcutta, the Collector is also the Chief Customs Officer, ke shail 
also be competent to exercise all or any of the powers conferred, and co perform all or any of 
the duties imposed, on the Chief Customs officer by this Act. 


3. The Assistant Colicctor of Customs shall be competent, in the temporary absence 
of the Collector of Customs, to exercise all or any of the powers conferred on that officer. 
Ordinarily the Assistant Collector, and all the other officers referred to in section 1, are 
subordiuate to the Collector of Customs, and, except as hereinafter provided, shall be com- 
petent to exercise such of the powers conferred, and to perform such of the duties imposed 
upon officers of Customs by this Ac:, as the Collector may require of them, and to perform 
all or any of the duties, whether mentioned in this Act or not, as are ordinarily comprised in 
the management of a Custom House. 


4. The Preventive Officers are specially employed for the purpese of prevontine smug. 
gling. Their duties consist in guarding verscls, and in preventing the shipment or landing 
of cargoce before a proper pass has becn produced, or until the requirements of the Act have 
been carried out in respect of such cargo. ‘Their ordinary duties are those enumerated in 
sections 17, 53, 54, 67, 68, 69, 70, 76, 83, 129, 141, 143, 169, 170, 171,173, 178, KI and 
194. 

5. The duties of Appraisers are principally connected with the examination and classi- 
fication of goods, and arc ordinarily those referred to in sections 27, 29, 31, 34, 33, 34, 37, 39, 
42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 47, 48 and 104, 

6. The power to adjudge confiscation and the power to impose a penalty shall be limited

section 5 of the Act, to take deiivery of ail such unclaimed goods upon paying all duties and

10, When any goods are seized for an infringement of the customs law, or any hreach

14. The following rules are prescribed in connection with the parcel-post system 
between Oeylon and Calcutta and between the Straits Settlements and Calcutta :— 


(a) On the arrival of any parcels from aforcign port, the Postiaaster will, in ordi- 
nary cases, accept the declarations of contents which accompany the parcels 
as correct, and will at once deliver the parcels to the addressees. ‘These declar- 
ations, or oopies thereof, will then be forwarded to the Collector of Customs. 
Tn oases of doubt or suspicion, or when tho declarations show the articles to 
be liable to duty under the Indian Tariff Act, 1882, or subject to any restric. 
tions regarding importation, the Postmaster ehall give notice to the Col- 
lector of Customs, and shall not take any steps to deliver such parcels until 
the arrival of an officer deputed to attend by the Collector. 

(6) Immediately on the receipt of notice from the Postmaster, the Collector shall 
send to the post office an Appraiser, or other competent officer, to determine 
the amount of customs duty payable on the parcels. 

(c.) The Customs Officer is, as a general rule, to be guided by the declaration of 
the senders with regard to the contents of parcels ; but should he have reason 
to doubt the correctness of such declaration, he may order the detention 
of the parcels, and the Postmaster shall on his requisition detain them, 
pending receipt of the Collector’s orders ax regards their examination, 

(a) The Appraiser shall be provided with a book containing parcel-post passes 
in triplicate, as per form annexed. Of these passes the Appraiser shall fill 
up, sign and give to the Vostmaster in exchange for the amount of duty 
one fcrm, and shall fill up a second, which will be retained in the book as a 
counterfoil. The third form ehall be filled up by the Appraiser, but signed 
by the Postmaster, and delivered to the Appraiser at the post office entry of 
the goods. On this latter document the duty is to be passed to account, the 
Cashier giving a receipt for the money, and the Import Supervisor certifying 
that it has been duly entered in the registers. The short copy counterfoils 
are to be signed each day by the Accountant as an acknowledgment that the
